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President’s Message 


Dear Members: 


By now everyone has heard the story about funding—or lack thereof, for 
historical societies in southern Oregon. Fact is, we're hurting. Jackson 
County has pulled the plug on any financial contributions to Historical 
preservation. 

The end of payments has meant that we have had to look for ways to make 
up approximately $30,000 per year to maintain the museum, Cemetery and 
Wood House. Southern Oregon Historical Society has proposed a Historical 
Tax, which your Board feels will not see the light of day. Those things, 
combined with-continuing expenses, has lead us to look elsewhere for the 
continued preservation of artifacts housed within the museum and at the 
Wood House. 

Due to a benefactor, the future of the Wood House now seems to be 
secure. A new owner has signed a lease agreement for $1 per year, a 
savings of $2300. However, that is not income, it is merely less in the 
expense column. Wood House events, while they are popular, do not 
generate enough income to support the museum. 
By vote of the Board, we are investigating having the City of Eagle 
Point assume responsibility for the museum, at the same time creating a separate 
organization for the Wood House. Should efforts to assimilate into city Parks and 
Recreation Department be successful, the city does not want to deal with the 
Wood House anyway. 

There are many unanswered questions by such a move, but we will endeavor, in 
the very near future, to answer those as well as possible. 
In the past, we have asked for help with the situation, and no one has come up 
with a better alternative. 

We invite your questions, and also ask for your patience. It isn't 
possible to make everyone happy by such a drastic change in direction, but the 
Board has attempted to do it's best to preserve the history of Eagle Point, and this 
seems to us to be the best possible solution. 

Thank you for your patience in this matter. >
